power rates -on September 30. in 
an order which was received here

Friday, October 1. The 'order; 


was, issued . by the Indiana public- 
service commission. 


The maximum, water rate was 


raised from $1.85 to $2.00 a thou- 
sand cubic feet, the'minimum on7* 
cents a thousand was left unchang- 
ed ^and' 
the quarterly minimum 


charge was doubled, being increased 
froni'$1.00 to $2.00. 


Electric power rates were raised 


'rom a schedule graduated 
from 


five cents to two cents, ;with 
an 


equalizing charge of thirty 
cents 


per month per 'horsepower to the 


names of candidates riay be ad- 
ded by petition up to that time.
